Circumciſion was, by the Inſtitution, to 'be 7 yoann on the 
Erghth day : but in caſe it were then onutted, 1t might be done 

the next day, or ſome time. after, rather than not at all., Abra- 

ham was 99 years old, and 7ſbmael r3, and the 'other Males in 

Abraham's family of ſeveral ages when they were at once Cir- 

vg Gen. 17.10, 23. And Profelites were circumciſed at 

any Age. © +>. a .. band nh 6.

And Circamciſion, (you know) was omitted in the Wilderneſs 

for fourty years together (as inconvenient by reaſon of their un- 

certain trayels) and thoſe who were born during that tame were 
at once Circumdiſed at Gi/eal, Foſh.s. 2, 3,4, 5, 6, 7. And Timothy 
was doubtleſs more than eight days old, when Paul cauſed him to 
be C:rcumciſed, becauſe his Mother was a Few. AF. 16: 1. And 
all this notwithſtanding your great Obje&tion; No other day Corn- 
manded, no Promiſe to any other, nor 7 hreatning for the omiſlion. 

The Paſſover was,'by the {nſ{titation, tobe kept on 7h6, fourteenth 
 aay of the firſt month ; but Hezetiah (when it could not conve- 

ant ycbo done 1n the firſt Month) kept 1t 2 the ſecond 'month, 

inſtead of the firſt (after it had been a long time intermitted,)

Fe The Chriftian' Sabbath. | ; > 
ſpeaking of the times of Moſes, and theyce'downward to Chriſt's 
time. And” that they had then ſuch Kalendars, I do not know, - 
nor do believe. They had 'no donht at that.time a Solar Year 
(how exaQt, I know not, ) according to which they judged of the 
Equinox, and of their Summer and Winter and Seed-time and 
Harveſt: But their Feaſts did depend'on their Lunar Year,which 
was very uncertain ; ſometimes of Twelve ſometime of Thirteen 
Months ; and the beginnings of theſe Months very uncertain. * 

And the ſame wncertarnty did affet the Paſ-over alſo: For if 
the day of the New-moon were uncertain, it muſt be equally un- 
certain 'which ſhould be' he forrteenth day on which the Paſs- 
over was to'be kept. \And we know Chrj/t with his Diſciples did 
eat his laſt Paſs-ovet on One day, and the Jews' on Another ; 
which could not both be on were? fda day from the true New 

Moon; but were both ſo repsuzea, one by him, the other by them. 

And1do-not find it þ/amed 1n either. 1 ſuppoſe you will not blame 

Chrift and his Diſciples. And | would not blame the other, be- 

canfe I find that God's Providence fo ordered it that on this day 

Chriſt (the Antitype and true Paſchal T.amb) was Crucified ; not 

on the day when himſelf did eat the Paſs-over. I would rather 

conclude from both, that the nicety of a Day was not then 
thought ſo conſiderable as to vitiate the Service. 

And this of the Day might ſo happen as to make the Month 
uncertain alſo: For if the Fu//- Moon happened near the Zammox.it 
was much at the Prieſts diſcretion, whedice it ſhould'be reputed 
the thirteenth Month of the year Paſt, or the firſt Month of the 
year Coming. To all which (and much more) you make no 
Reply at all.

(I believe that (till now ). you hada better opinion of 
me. Have I loſt all my reputation with you for not approving 
your Saturday-Sabbath ?)

And the middle 
fart of this day, being the chief. time for Adtion or Buſineſs 
(Suppoſe trom.Sun-riſfing to.Sun-ſetting,) I ſhould take to. be the

But if I were in New-Zngland, where (I am told) they uſe to 
begin their..Sabbath on Saturday-aight about Sun-ſet : 1, would 
then and there comply with the pradtice I there find, rather than 
give them any. Offenie or Diſturbance therein. For I do not think 
3t the deſign of -the Fourth Commandment, to deſcend to ſuch 
PunRilio's ; but rather that the Sabbath-day ſhould-be ſo reckoned 
and ſo bounded, as other days are reputed to be. 
 ButlT have ſomewhat further to. add to this purpoſe, upon con- 
ſjderation'of- the Scheme you give us, (Repl.*p.71, 12;73-) for the 
accounting of Days. IG, | 
You pleaſe to begin or ſe? forth ( as ou ſay) at Jeruſalem; (And 
why ſo, but becauſe yow plicaſe ? Another perhaps would chooſe to 
begin at the Firft Meridian,or elſewhere. But, be it as you pleaſe.) 
From Feraſa/em you begin your account on Saturday Mar. 11. 1693, 
and bring. your account round the Earth to Jeruſalem again. From 
hence Weſtward 15 degrees, will be Saturday ſtill, but az hour. 
later thanat Jeruſalem ; and 15 degrees further, will be #200 hours 
ater but ſtill: the ſame day ; and ſo onward, for every fifteen de- 
grees, allowing an hour. And accordingly at Rome ( you tell us) 
1t will be Saturday ſtill, but two hours later than at Feruſalem. 
At London, Saturday will be 3 hours and 12 minutes later than at 
Feruſalem. At Dublin, about 3 hours and 32 minutes later than 
a: Jengivens And paſling on to New-Zngl/and,.( though 1n. ſo 
pailing you croſs the fir Meridian) .t ſhall yet be Saturday, but las 
ter by ezght hours than at Jeruſalem. (Whether thele be the-juſt 
diſtances of thoſe Meridians, 1s not material ; but we wall take. 
them ſo to be.) 'Thence paſling onward to Japan, it will there be 
Saturday ſtill (or the ſeventh day) March 11. but later by 17 hours. 
than at Zeruſalem. And from Fapan, You lay ( topaſs over the other. 
Mridians and reſt of the laud in Aſia) :about ſeven hours.. (That 1s, 
in China, [ndia, Perſia, Babylon, Sjtia, &c. 'tis {till Saturday Zar-1 1. 
but later and. later, till in 7 hours more we come from 7apar to 
FZeraſalem again.)

And according to this: Scheme, at Smai, Fordan, 'and Mount 
Oliver, (for we are not yet come to Zeruſalem, all theſe places be- 
ing Eaſtward from it,) it mult yet be Saturday March x 1. later by 
almoſt = hours tharr at Zeru/alem. And particularly at Mount 
Sinai (which is, you tell us, .6 degrees Eaſtward from Feru/alem, 
that is, 24 77jnutecs of time) it muſt yet be Sataraay, March rx, 
but later than at Feruſalem by 23 hours and 36 minutes. At Mount 
Olrvet, it muſt yet be Mar. 11. (for we are yet ſhort of Feruſa- 
lem) but later by almoſt 24 hours (wanting leſs than one minnre.) 
So that, if Chriſt did eat the Paſs-over, on Thurſday the Thir- 
reenth day of the firſt month, and after went to Mount Oliver, it 
would there be but FedneſZay the Twelfth day; and 'when' he 
came back to Jeruſalem, it was there again Thurſday-the Thir- 
teenth, and-it he had returned back again to Mownt Oliver the 
fame night, it would now again be but Feaneſaay the Twelfth.” 

But you may remember that you told us before (Rep:p.67,68,69.) 
that though 7he . Suw travel Heflward, yet the Pofterity of Adam 
and Noah aid travel (not only Weſtward, but) Zaft, »e » North 
and South, over-ſpreading the Earth ; and whereever they came (Ealt- 
ward or Weltward ) after Six days of travel or other work, as the 
Sun did ſet, their Sabbath was to begin. (1 will not trouble you with . 
Greenland, where if they muſt wait 2:4 Swun-fet, they muſt have 
no. Sabbath for divers Months together.) | , 
| | Now thoſe who travel Eaſtward from Jeruſalem muſt there- 
fore reckon'the ſame day, fifteen degrees Eaftward, to be an-hour 
ſooner than at Ferwſalem, and ſo in proportion the further they 
go; one hour for every fifteen degrees. And your ſelf giveus a pre- 
cedent of ſuch reckoning (p. 71.) at Sinaz (being about /ix de- 
grees of Longitude Zaſtward from Jeruſalem) the ſeventh day at 
Sinai was about 2.4 Minutes ſooner than at Teruſalem, yet was the 
Seventh day at both. | | | 

Let us now begin where you left, that is, at Sunday Mar.12. 
1603 af Jeruſalem. This'at Sina: will be Sunday (the ſame day) 
but 24. minutes ſooner than at Feruſalem, as you tell us, pag. 71 ; 
- But, according to your other account, pag. 73. It was to be Satur- 
day 23 hours and 36 minutes later than at Jeruſalem. And whe- 
ther of the two'reckonings mult we follow ?' And at Japan, m_ 
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be the ſame day {Sunday ) -but earlter by 5 hoars than at Jeruſa 
fem. And 2t -Eng land, the ſame day (Stinday) will be /ixteen 
hours ſooner than at Ferwſalerm. And Sunday at Rome will be 22 
hours ſooner than'at Jernſalem. And ſo'onward fill 'you come to 
Jerufalem again. But then (and not till then!) inſtead 'sf calling it 
Sturday Mar. 12. 2.4 hours ſomer than at Feruſalem, we mult call 
it Saturday Mar. 11. at Feruſalem: Which 1s a juſt account,: ac- 
cording'to your own Scheme, as to thoſe who travel Eiſtward ; 
or 10 reckon as 1f they did fo travel. | 1 
' So that, at Japan, (according to your' two accounts) it is in- 
drfferent'whether to cali it Sazwurday 17 hours later, according to

pag. 711.” And at'New-Englend, 'tis indifferent whether to call it 

Saturday tight hours /ater, or Sunday 16 hors ſooner, than at Je-

England, comply with your Scheme pag. 73.'and call it (as you 


do) Saturday eight honrs /ater, (though in going thither we croſs -

theiridays.' But, as to'7apar, I would not comply with you, to call 
it Saturday ſeventeen hours /ater, but would chooſe to call it Swn- 
day ſeven hours ſooner than at Feruſalem ; becauſe, at Japan, they 
do 1oaccount their days. And therefore though I do acknowledge 
(as you _ Repl. p.2.) that the Word is the Rule of Worſhip; yet 
I would here be guided by the Pradtce of the place, (for the Word 
hath herein determined nothing either way) which pratice there- 
fore 1 would not diſturb. Wy: | 
And this doth furniſh a7 hird Zxpeatent (beſide theTwo which 

1 gave you before) by travelling to Fapany. For what you call Sg- 
turday (or the Seventh day) ſeventeen hours later, will be the ſame 
with what they call Sunday (or the fir/t day,) ſeven hours ſooner 
than at Feruſalem. That 1s, Your Saturday-ſabbath, will be the 
ſame with: their Sunday-ſabvarh. Or if to Japan be too great a: 
Journey, twill be the ſame caſe if you go but to Chma, Egft- Inata, 
Per/ia, Babylon, or but to Syria, or any place Eaftward to 7e- 
But ((1n erefting this Scheme; and ſer/ine-out/from Jeruſalem.

Onely you 
reckon trom thence 1, 2, 3, &c. #e/tward :- whereas others do 
ſo reckon from their Firlt Meridian” Zaftward. But in pag. yn. 
you ſo reckon Zaſtward as others do. Both which-make it a firſt 
Meridian. —— 


I have but one thing more here to note and I ſhall diſmiſs this 


point. And it is your prudent choice of the Zqume/Z1al day, 
when the days and nights be equal all the World over. For if 
you had pitched upon any other day than one of the two Egquz- 
oxes, the Obliguity of Horizons (as you are well aware, &ep.p.70.) 
would quite have ſpoiled your reckoning. For though, to all 
under the ſame Meridian, it be M:d-day at the ſame time, and 
Mid-night likewiſe; yet ſun-ri/mg, and- Jun ſorting be at very 
different times, even to thoſe under the ſame MHeriatan. , And ac- 
cordingly the Sabbath not to begin, at all times of the year, at 
Rome, Loudon, New-England, &c. fo long before or after that at 
Feruſalem,as your ſcheme appoints. But I ſhallpreſs this no farther. 

But thus much 1s undeniably evident from your own Scheme, 
that, at Zapar for inſtance, or Mount Sai, the fame day may in- 
differently be called /aturday or ſunday, according as from Feruſa. 
lem you reckon Weſtward or Eaſtward. Which is enough for the 
purpoſe to which I allege it. |

according to your own Scheme ( any where but at Feruſa/em,) the 
ſame day may be indifferently called Sunday or Saturday (the firſt 
or the ſeventh day) according as to that place we reckon from Je- 
ruſalem Eaſtward or Weltward: I am hin of opinion that we 
cpa not quarel upon a _—_— which dot gs er 
as you call it £9. pag.

And you allow your ſelf a great /atitude in ihink- 
7ug, when you think 77 doth ſo ſeem to them, But do you indeed 
think ſo? Or may I return you your own words, Rep/.p.35. 7 
hope you will not oblrge me, or any other, to believe you ſo think ? 

- Bur this 1s to uſher in another debate, at what 7ime the day did 
then begin ; of which conceit you ſeem to be very full ; that Sunday- 
night was what others call Sazurday-nigbt, beginning at Sun-ſet on 
| Saturday; and that this was the language there ( at that time} 
of St. Zuke and the other ſacred Writers; and all this, becauſe 
The morning and the evening was the firſt day, Gen. 1.5. 

Now I had ſhewed 1t very plain, Dc. 22,23, 24, 25, 26,27,28, 
31, 32. that as well in the New Teſtament as in the Old, the Zve- 
ning was always reckoned to belong to the day pafF, We find, by 
the ſtory we have of Chriſts Reſurretion ( Mat. 28. Mar. 14. Luk. 
24- 70h. 20.) that on the firi# day of the week, very early in the 
morning, while it was yet dark, the worten came to the ſepulchre ; 
not over-night, ( though the Sun, at that time of the Year, did ſer 
about fix a-clock ) becauſe the Sabbath was not yet paſt, and they 
were to ref? on the Sabbath according to the Commanament. - When 
they came there, the Body was riſen, and Chriſt —_ to them, 
| and bid them tell 1t to the Diſciples, which they did; after-which, 
Peter and John ( from the reſt) went to the Sepulchre and found it 
to be ſo, and brought ſuch word back to the reſt; and in the mean 
time the ſouldiers ( affrighted) told to the high Prieſts what had 
happened, who gave them money toay, The Diſciples had ſtolen, 
away the Body while they flept ; and all this happened before the 
two Diſciples went toward Z1mars, ( for they told it to Chriſt by 
the way. ) After that,they went on foot ( they wa/ked) to Emmaus, 
which you allow to be ſeven mile and a haff ; when they came near 
to Emmaus, the day 'was far ſpent, and they perſwade Chriſt, 
(who ſeemed willing to go further) to ſtay with them, as not 
being convenient, unleſs upon ſome great occaſion, to travel. fur. 
ther that night. He there ſtayed. with them, continued to preach 
to them, and did with. them celebrate the Lords Supper before 
they perceived who he was: After this, they returned to-Feru- 
| falem, ( another ſeven miles and half) and told this to the Diſcyples.. 
After which, Chriſt alſo appeared to them, upbraided; their un- 
belief, confirmed their Faith, preached to them the Doctrine: of 
His Death and ReſurreQion out-of Moſes, the Pſalms, and the Pro- 
phets; gave them his ſolemn BenediCtion, conferred on them the 
. Holy-Ghoſt, ordained them to: that office, and gaye rem Gogh

miſſion for probing the Goſpel, and planting the -Chriftian 
Church, with Inſtructions concerning 1t : Now can any man be- 
heve, that all this could be diſpatched before fix a-clock ( the 
time of Sun-ſet at that ſeaſon) when yet it was ſo late when they 
drew near to Ermmans as that it was inconvenient to travel ftur- 
ther? Yet all this was but the ſame day in the evening, the firſt 
day of the week, Joh. 10. 19. when the doors were ſhut ( near bed- 
time.) The day. therefore, which began before Sun-riling, was 
not ended at Sun-ſet, nor for a good while after. Nor did the new 
day begin at ( the beginning of) the Evening ; eſpecially if you

But when you tellus £9. p. 123. that ſome kept Faſter on the 
firſt aay of the week, others on the fourteenth day of the firſt month, 
in commemoration of Chrifts Reſurre&7on ; I take this to be a miſtake. 
Thoſe who kept 1t on the firft day of the Feck (on which Chriſt 
roſe) kept 1t indeed in Commemoration of the -Reſurrettion on that 
day. But not the Quartadecimani who kept it on the fourteenth day 
of rhe month, (whatever day of, the week it happened to be.) For 
this was neither the 'day of the Feb, nor the day of the Month, 
on which Chriſt Roſe, but on which he Died.. And therefore kept 
it either as a Contnuation of the Jewiſh Paſs-over on that day: or 
as a Commemoration of Chriſts Death, not of his ReſurreF1ion. But 
this 1s beſide our buſineſs, and therefore I paſs it. | 

What you tell us Zn. p. 89. of the pornt of the Yernal and Au- 
tumnal Equinox being juſt over Paradiſe ; 1 do not underſtand ( nor, 
I ſuppoſe, do you ) nor ſhall I trouble my ſelf to make ſenſe of it. 
Burt will excuſe it, as being a thing out of your rode, 

Now how ſoon ſo ever the controverſy did ariſe about keeping 
Eaſter on the Domnical day, ſo ſoon at leaſt the Dommnical day was 
underſtood to be the fir day of the (Jewiſh) week. And when you 
tel] us, En9. p. 93. that you tranſcribe theſe authorities, to ſhew that 
all the Chriſtians in the World did agree which was (by Tradition) 
the Sabbath day and which the Firft day of the eek (you ſhould have 
added, and which was the Dommical day) and that they alt agreed, 


you 
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' you ſay, (but-it was by tradition) to ca the Seventh day of the week, 
the Sabbath day ; you ſhould have added, and the firſt day of the 
week, the Domicel day. You might- have. obſerved alto that all / 
this for the Sabbath aay is but (what you call.) Tradition, and the 
ſame Tradition 1s as full for the Dominical ay (the Lords day ) being 
the Firft day of the week. For how came they thus to agree 1n the 
Afu6 Century, the time you cite? Was it not from a preſumption 
that ( from Chriſts time downward) by a continued Tradition from 
hand to hand the memory of the Seventh day (of the Jewiſh Week) 
was preſerved, and the memory of 7he Lords day likewiſe? And by 
a like Tradition (and no otherwiſe) 1s. the ſame memory preſerved 
from the fifth Century to our Time, 

You do notWXdeny therefore, the Domnical day ( the Lords day ) 
to have been Zhen ab/crvedall along, and by Zhat name, and taken to 
be the ſame with he firſt dey of the (Jewrh) Feet. Which 15 the 
thing I was to prove. x 

But, = tell us, p. 91. that in ſome places there were publict 
Aſſemblies on other dy; alſo ; ( And no doubt but there were ; like 
as now there are /publick Afemblies for Prayers and Sermons on 
week-days, ang 1n ſame places every day, for thoſe to repair to 
who have leiſure and opportunity of ſo doing:) And you name 
the Sabbath, the Domnical day, the ſecond and fourth of the Sabbath 
(which you tnke tahe Monday and Weancſday) and Paraſceven (which 

you take to be Good Friday, (perhaps others may take it to be every 

\ Friday) p. 92,93, 94, 97, 99. But{till you own the Dommical aay 
\ was 'one; And then, their meeting alſo on ſome other days, doth 
' not gain-fay their. obſerving of #15 day. | 

You tell us p. 94. and again p. 99. that amongft the days for pub- 
S_ the Dommical day is moſtly named, (as being indeed 
the chief day ſo obferyed, ) but among/t ſome (you ſay) the day 
of the Sabbath 1s found, (but not alone without 7he Lords day, or 
inſtead thereof.) And again 7 he Dominical day was ſolemn ts Chri- 

ftians, but among$# other feftruals mention is made of the Sabbath : 
And yet again, hen they aid aſſemble, and how often, 7s not ex- 
preſly written but the moF? mention is made of the Sabbath and of the 
Dominzcal day. So ſtill the Lords-day is one, whatever other days 
be ſometimes or ſomewhere obſerved. - : 

You own alo,:p. 95. that of theſe: two days. moſtly named, the 
Dominical day was preferred ; and that, on the Sabbath day they were 
not to Tudaize but might work, but not on the Dominical day, and this 
as old at leaſt as the fourth Century, by your own citation. And 
many ſuch teſtimonies you give us all along, of x07 working on = 
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Domzical days, but ſpending them- in Religions Exerciſes. And 
own that (at leaſt as carly as the Twelfth Century) it was called 
the Chriſtian Sabbath, p. gg. Which doth not well agree with what 
you have paz. 118. where you would have us think it was -not ſo 
called ull 4x ſome /ate writers, within Eighty years or thereabout. 

You own alſo this difference, as high at leaſtas the fourth Cen- 

tury, P. 92, 93. (though at p. [oI, you would have us think 7/7s 
conſtitution not to be earlier than the twelfth Century, ) between the 
Dommical day ani the Sabbath (between the Lords day and Satur- 
day) that Saturday was kept as a Faft (in memory of Chriſts lying 
in the Grave that day) but the Lords day as a Feſtival (1n memory 
of Chriſts Reſurre&ion) p. 92, 93; 94, 95, 97, 98, 101, 104, 119. 

But, publick Faſting-days (you tell usp. 93.) were kept holy to God 
as weltas Feſtivals ; and there dotW# appear no great difference whether 
they Feaſt or Faſt on that day. Surely there is. T he Sabbath (Lev. 
2.3. 2,3.) is to be kept as a Feaſt of the Lord; and therefore to 
Faſt on that day, 1s not to keep 7hrs Sabbath. You ſay further, that, 

ſome perſons and in ſome places did Hot faſt but dime upon this day. 

Thar is, (if I do not miſunderſtand it) they did n97 ſo much as keep 
itas a Faſt, But however, the Lord's day was kept, and kept as a 
Feitval. ; 

Some ( you tell us p. rog, 110, 117, 114.) did keep their Sab- 
bath from Saturday noon, or from Saturday three' a-ofeck, till Sun- 
r:/ing on Monday morning. But this makes nothing againſt the Lord's 
day, for that was therein obſeryed 1ntirely, .and hedged-in on 
both fides. , 3 
You ell us p. os. that on the Sabbath day, William the Conguerour 
on the principal Feaſt had magnificent and ſumptuous banquets, which 
they called oh eg of the Sabbath. But which of the aays (the 
hrlt or the ſeventh) you cannot certainly ſay, but Think (you tell us) 
2t wwas the Seventh-day-ſabbath. What 1t I ſhould think it were the 
Firit-day Sabbath; were not My Thinkmg as good _ as 
yours? Since you own Pp. gs. that, about that time, the Zoras day 
was called 7he Chriſtian Sabbath. And I doubt ſome other of your 
citations in favour of Saturday, may (if well examined) be found _ 
to. refer to the Sunday-ſabbath. But I do not trouble my ſelf to ex- . 
amine them. | - * 

You tell us, pag. 115, 417, 118, 119, that (in £ng/and) we have 
no Statute =nd's Fr Sunday (that you know of ) till that in Edward 
the Sixth's time. But doth that prove the Lords day was not till 
then obſerved in Zng/and? (But you own the Arngs Writs, and Or- 


arr of the Lord «Mayor, to that purpoſe, older than ſo.) __ = 
ow 
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know of thy Statute or AQ of Parliament (before that time) made 
againſt it, or for Saturday ſabbath ! There was no /mperial Law (that 
we know of ). older than Conftentine, tor the exerciſe of the Chri- 
lian Religion; but are we therefore to think it was not praftiſed 
before that time ? ; 

You do not find, you tell us p. 117, by the be? coltedtions you can 
»1ake with your few books, that, for 1200 years or more, they (in 
England) recerved the Obſervation of. Sunday, (However, this 1s long 
before King Edward the Sixth's time.) But in the year 1200 you 
own 1t Pp. 115. But do you find that, before that'time, they kept 
their Sabbath on Saturday? No: Nor do you find, it ſeems, whether 
before that time they did keep any Sabbath ar all. You ſay, they 
had a weekly day of Reſt, (I ſuppole they had, and that it was zhe 
Lords day commonly called Sand, .) But a/} the old Records yet ex- 
tant, even down to this day, ney == ao call it (that day of reſt) the 
Sabbath day. T do not know where to find boſe old records ( older 
than'the year 1200) which tell us that Saturday was their Yeekly 
day of \ RefF. It may be true thatiin o/d Records (I know not whe- 
ther /o old) and in new ones too, Saturday 1s called des Sabbati, and 
ſo it 1s at this day, (as being the ſup {ed day of the Jew!ſh Sab- 
bath,) Yet, not Saturday but the Lords day is our wee&y day of Ref, 
and was ſo ( for ought you ſhew to the contrary) ever ſince 
Chriſtianity was — amongſt us.

You tell us of Markets kept on the Dominical day p. 116. in the 
timeof King Jchn and Henry the Third. This perhaps may prove 
that 1t was not ſo well obſerved as it ought to be; but it doth not 
prove it uot t0 be af all obſerved. For this was after the year 1200, 
when you own the Lords day to be received. You tell us Eng. p.39, 
63, 133. andelſewhere, 1n the time of Nehemrah ( and before the 
Captivity) of Markets kept on the Jewiſh Sabbath ; but doth it thence 
follow that ( becauſe ſome profaned it) the Jewiſh Sabbath was not 
at all obſerved? Tn the mean time, were no «Markers held on Sa- 
zurday? This you ſhould have proved, to have proved a preference 
of Saturday-ſabbath to the Lords day: (Otherwiſe, this proves no 
more for Saturday-{abbath than for £©Honday ſabbath.) But you ſhew 


. Dot a word of thus. | 
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You tell us p. 117. (much to the ſame purpoſe) out of Mr. Pray, 
that awe find by the Writs to ſummon Parliaments that they were of 
old appornted to meet upon Sundays (1 _ e you mean, /omerimes, 
not always, ) even 1n the time of Zaw. 7. Edw. 17. Edw. 117. 
which Edw. 1. ſucceeded Hen. [T7. who ſucceeded King John. The 
Succeſſions you reckon right ; (Burt all theſe are fince the year 1200. ) 
Pray do me the favour (next time you examine thoſe Records) to 
inform me, whether (in thoſe Yrrts of Summons and in the Re- 
cords of thoſe Parliaments) the Sunday be not called 4zes Dominicus. 
For if ſo, Sunday was then the Lords day, and ſo reputed, though 
Parliaments did ſometimes meet on thoſe days. And I have the 
more reaſon to think ſo, becauſe even here you call it zhe Dominical 
day, which I preſume you would not have done 1t it had not been 
there dies Domrnicus. 

I remember that in the Reign of King Charkes I. (if I were not 
then miſ-informed) they were wont to fit in Provy-Counſel and hear 
Cauſes, on Sundays im the afternoon ; (whether well or 111 I am not 
now to diſpute,) and I have heard the reaſon afligned, becauſe hey 
could not meet on a better day than when there were ſolemn Prayers 
for them in all the Congregations of England, And T have been told 
(and perhaps you may remember it) that in the late Reigns, it was 
then uſual /o p/ays at Cards on Sundays. Shall we thence conclude, 
the Lords-day was not then obſerved in England? You know the 
contrary. { 

But, you fay further, Rich. 77. who was depoſed (you ſay) by 
his Popiſh rebellious Subjes and Clergy (what's this to the purpoſe ? 
and on whom 1s this intended to refle&t ? on thoſe of 48? or thoſe 
of 88? or of 60?) who ſucceeded Edw. 717. the Parhament ap- 
pointed to meet upon Sunday, met that day and adjourned 1111 Monday; 
From which time Prin ſays, no Parliaments have been ſummoned to 
meet on the Dominical day. (Doth Mr. Prin call it the Dominical 
day?) I confeſs I have not examined all the Records to anſwer this 
Allegation : But perhaps you may remember that (within our me- 
mory) Olzwer's Triennid Parliaments were ordered to meet on Sep. 3. 
whatever day of the week it might happen to be ; and that the Hrit 
of thoſe Triennials did meet on Sunday, Sept. 3. 1654 did then (I 
think) hear a Sermon, and adjourned till Monday, And you may re- 
member that in the year 1641, the Parliament her fate on a Sunday, 
and their Printed Votes for thatday, bear date Die Dominico 8. Aug. 
1641. and if you ſearch the Journals of Parliament, for that time, 
you w1ll find 1t ſo. But ſhall we thence conclude, That, in thoſe 
years, the Lords aay was not obſerved in England? I ſhould __ 
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from thence conclude (and we know it was ſo) that it was obſer- | 
. ved; elſe:their Votes would not have been dated Die Dominico. 

You tell us ſeveral times, that here be ſome Chriſtians who to 
this day do obſerve Saturday, and you tell us p. 120. who thoſe are, 
the Habiſfmes, or Mid-land Ethiopians (the ſame people, but by a. 
nother name.) Purchas, you lay, writes of the jy" 1 as Fr 
ving the Saturday. Sabbath. What ? that day ſolely, 1n oppoſition 
a. Lords-day ? No; but they keep :t ſolemnly equal to the Domini- 
cal —k for which you cite Brerewood's Enquiries. And (out of San- 
dis Travels ) they celebrate Saturday (as he calls it) as well as Sunday. 
You own theretore their Celebration of the Lords-day; and there- 
fore not of Saturday in fiead of it, or in Oppoſition tot. 

But you ſhould have told us alſo (which 1s a ſecond anſwer to 
that Allegation) that the ſame Zab;/ines do obſerve Circumciſion al- 
ſo;and ſo do Fadaize in more things than one. And when they retain 
 Circamcr/ion (not in oppoſition to, but) in conjunfion with Pap. 


tiſm, no wonder 1f they retain the Zewiſh Sabbath together with 


the Lords-day. 

You tell us, p. 119. that the Greczans and their Churches (that 
15, ſome of them, not All) do keep ihe Saturday Feſtival, that is (as 
your ſelf expound it) hey cat Fleſh on that day, and forbid to Faſt 
on any Saturday except Eafter-eve. (For you tell us p. 98. that by 
Faſting, is meant, Not-Dining ; and accordingly, to Dine 1s your 
Feſtival ; and fo you Jiftioguidh it £29. p. 93- ſome Dined and ſome 
Faſted on the Sabbath day.) But do they not obſerve the Lords-day ? 
Yes; they celebrate drume ſeruice as lobmals on the Sabbath as on the

But I do not think it ſtrange at all, conſidering the temper of * 
mankind,. ( who are naturally more intent on things of this world, . 
than on matters of Religion, ) that they might by degrees grow re-_ 
miſs in it, and the thing be much > ag (as was the PO 
Sabbath in Nehbemuia/'s time and long before.) And even where it 
is eſtabliſhed by Law, there is frequent occaſion of new laws to 
inforce and revive the old ones from time to time :. As in Zng/and 
( we find) it hath been. 

And this I ſuppoſe was the caſe of Scotland at that time, and 
perhaps of Zng/and too ; that is, the Lords:day being too much 
neglected, and perhaps in ſome places diſuſed, -neededia new Law 
for the better obſervation of it ; as was in Neher/ah's.' time for 
the Jewtſh Sabbath: But to think that the Saturday-ſabbarh had 
been till then obſerved, and now to be chang'd for the Lords.day,

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It appears alfo, all along, from your awn ColleRion, that ſrom 
the firſt Century (in the Apoſtles time) to this day, dies Dominicus, 
the Lords-day ( or as you call it the Dommical day) is on all hands 
agreed to fignify he firſt day of the week, in contradiſtinion

1t the Dominica Day, came onely from Romiſh Uſurpation (impo- 
Jing of Laws upon all the World) 'tis notoriouſly known that 7gna- 
Fins, Polycarp, Fafiin Martyr, Trenzus and others, were none of the 
Remiſh World, 'but Greek Fathers, and antecedent to the Romrſh 
OR which you own, (Eng. p. 125) not tobe aſſumed in 

rvers Centuries ( divers hundred years ) after their rime. 

"Tis manifeſt thetefore (from your own ColleQion) that the 
Lords-day, was the firft day of rhe. week (not the ſeventh) and fo 
reputed, and known by that name even 1n the firſt Century, where- 
in the Apoſtles hved, (and before St. 704n wrote the Revelation, ) 
and hath -been ſo reputed ever ſince, and as ſuch generally obſerved 
by Chriſttans wherever they obſerved any Sabbath at' all : And * 
(as you ſpeak Eng. p. 93.) a! Chriſtians in the World did agree, { as - 
well which was the Lord's-day, as.) which was the Sabbath ; and it 
not ſo, then ( as p. 78.) '# Chriſtians hitherto in the world muſt be out 
m therr reckoning, (and to the ſane purpoſe Rep. p. 3.) which if it 
be 4 good argument to prove that our Saturday 1s the Jews Sabbath, 
It eh as well that awr Sunday,.is the Lords-day. Ch 
- Bur when T fay, it hath been generaly fo obſeryed ;.I,do not 
mean it of every /angle perſon - (For no doubt but. that ſome per/ors 
who call themſelves Gor liens, may. be ſo profane as to rep no 
Sabbath; or ſo remiſs (as you ſpeak Zng.p. 117.) as not much 
4 at aft : And that ſome others may have had ſome peculiar Whim- 

es of their own : ) But no Church, or Sxety of Chriſtions (that 
we know of) who kept any Sabbath at all, who 01d not obſcrve he 
Lords-day. re” WEE" het bs 

I have now done with that point (and ſhewed, I think, ſuffici- 
ently) that the Zords-day, Rev. 1.10. is (as our Records and As 
of Parkament call it) the Lords-day, commonly called Sunday. 


And I ſhall here conclude that firſt point, to warrant our Obſer- 
vation' of” thar- day, from thoſe Many and Great Precedents that 
we have of ſuch Obferyation, by Chri/t and his Apotles, and _ 
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Chriſtian Churches, both i that age, and ever /ince... .. 

By the Example of Chriſt, who on the day of his Reſurredtiou 
(which 1s by all agreed to be zhe firſt day of the week) Preaching 
that doQrine to the FYomen who came to the Sepulcher, and then 
to the 7wo diſciples going to Zmmaus, and Celebrating the Lords 
Supper with them ; and afterwards af/embling with his Diſciples at 
- Feruſalem, Preaching to them the {ame doCtrine,. Reproveng their 
Unbelief, Confirming their Faith,  Ble//mg their Aſembly, Ordain- 
71g them to the Office of Apo/tles (who before were Diſciples} and 
giving them /uſtruFtons for Planting the Chriſtian Church in AZ 
Nations, of Gentiles as wellas Jews. 4 

' By his ſecond aſſembling with them on the. #ex7-. Lords day, ha- 
ving intermitted all the intermediate days, even that of the-Zewzſh 
Sabbath, (as appears Joh. 21. 1, 14. where when after theſe things, 
he again ſhewed himſelf to them at the Sea of T7 zberzas, 'tis expreſly 
noted, 7 his is now the Third time that Feſus ſhewed humſelf to his 
Diſciples after he was riſen from. the Dead; .and therefore but 
twice before, not on the Jew:ſh Sabbath , which came between.) 
Which ſecond afſembling was imploygd 1n, ſuch PRe/zgrous Exerciſes 
as was the firſt.

By the Miraculous Efu/ior of the Foy-Ghoft, with the Gift of 
Tongues, on the day of Pentecoft.( which, was alſo the fir/? day of the 

week, being the morrow after the Sabbath,) when alſo, upon Peter's

By St. Paul's Aſſembling with a /arge. Congregation of Diſciples 
then met at 7roas pu toſely to break bread (or celebrate the Lords 
Supper ) as being the firſt day of the week (proper for ſuch religious 
exerciſe,) Preaching to them a long Sermon, and celebrating the

By St: Paul's DireRions to the Churches of Ga/atia, and to thoſe 
at Corinth (who had their ſolemn Aſſemblies, or gathering together, 
in the name of our Lord Feſus, 1 Cor.

Fpoſiles, and by the Chri/tzan Church then, as well as ever /mce ; and 
called jute weern ihe Lords day, juit in the ſame form as Tavey 
xuecaxsy the Lords Supper ; I think it reaſonable to underſtand the 
ſame word in the ſame ſenſe as to both: And as Jtiavoy wearer the 


: Lords Supper ſignifies the Feaſt or Supper, commanded by our Lord 


(meaning Our. Lord 7eſus Chriſt, as founder of the Chriſtian Religion ;) 
ſo iuize xverex} 7he Lords day ſhould ſignify he day commanded by our 
Lord ( in.the ſame ſenſe ) 


recorded. Like as we may fea 


12h that command be not particularly 
onably ſuppoſe, that the Worſhip-

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ing of God by Sacrifice (before the Flood) was communded, (be- 
cauſe it was accepted) though that command be not recorded ; and 
that the diſtinQtion between Clean and Unclean Beaſts was ( before 
the Flood) commanded ( becaufe approved by God) though that 
command be not recorded; and that there was command (though 
not recorded.) for taking the fire for imcenſe from the Aitar , elle 


 Nadab and Abihu would not have been de/troyed for offering range 


fire ; and as (beſide Gods reſting Gen. 2. 2,3.) You do ſuppoſe Adam 
and Eve were commanded to reſt alſo, though that command be not. 
recorded: So, we may reaſonably believe that the obſervation of 
the Lords day,” was by our Lord commanded (becauſe ſo praftiſed 
by himſelf and the Chriſtian Church) though that parzztcular Com- - 
mand be not recorded. And this, though not recorded, feems to have 
been then ſo well 4yowns, that it was received without any {cruple 
(that we find) as well as Baptiſm and the Lords Supper ; All the 
queſtion was, whether they muſt with Bapriſym retain Crrcumciſrom; 
and the Jewiſh Paſſ-over with the Lords Supper ; and, with the Lords 
day, the Jewiſh Sabbath alſo. All which points the Apoſtle leaves 
mdifferent as to the Fews (to whom they had beer a Law) that 
each one might. practice according as they were perſwaded ( and 
did himſelf comply therein; ) but not as to 7he Gentiles, ro whom 
it had not been a Law. | 

And this I think ſufficient as to the Obſervation of the Lords day. 


The next point is, Whether the Lords day, thus obſerved, ma 


be called a Sabbath. For that is the great ObjeQion, If fo obſerved, 


and 4won? 7o be ſo obſerved, yet not upon a Sabbatical account, nor 
1s it any where called a Sabbath. Rep. p. 37... Sana 

Now if I ſhould admit (which I am not forward to do) what you 
have Rep. p. 50. that a Fudarical Obſervations of Days , whether 
Feaſts or Faſts, Weekly, Monthly or Annual, were called their Sub- 
baths : Or what you have £9. p. 93- hen Chriſtians do agree upon 
4 day to _ for the publick worſhip of Goa, there doth appear no 
great difference whether they Falt or Feaſt upon that day : We need 
not be much ſollicitous about the Name. For, at that rate, no doubt 
but this may be called a S2bbarh.. And accordingly, becauſe the Paſs- 
over and Pentecoft, are called Feſtivals, Lev. 23.' you call them 
Sabbaths, Rep. p. 48. . 

But.Iam not willing to admit that looſe acceptation' of the Word: 
but take tt to-be a Sabbath in the proper ſenſe of the'word Sabbath 


' - in the Fourth Commandment : that is, the Seventh day of R {, next 


uly ob- ' 


after Six days of LaStur. For ſoit is, if the Lords day be — 
' erve 
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ſerved as it ought to be; and, as ſuch, is within the proſpedt of the 
Fourth Commandment, what ever Name we call it by. For, in all 
the Precedents before alleged, we,4o not find any other than Re- 
ligious Exerciſes herein performed, or what 1s confiſtent with 
ſuch. And if your rule be good, to which you refer #9. p. 47. 
de non exiſtentibus oy non apparentibus eadem eſt ratio: Or, what you 
would /uppoſe, Rep. p. 33. that PauP's preaching in the Synagogue did 
comprehend his cenſcientions obſerving the whole Sabbath day : We 
are then to ſuppoſe as well, that 7he whole Lords day was ſpent in 
Religious Exerciſes or Sabbatical imployments, (ſuch as Praying, 
Preaching, Exhortations, the Lords Supper, Colledtons for indigent 
Saints, and. other Sabbatical Employments) ſince #0 other appear. 

But I do allow that, becauſe of the Ambiguity which would a- 
rife if the Jewiſh Sabbath and the Chriſtian Sabbath were indiffe- 
rently called by the ſame name, without diſtintion; therefore, by 
way of diſtinion from the Ferezfſh Sabbath (which was common- 
ly undefſtood by that name) the Chri/tian Sabbath was commonly 
called ( by a diſtinguiſhing title) the firſt day of the week, or the 
Lords day. And it you do not think fit to allow it the name of 
Sabbath, I ſhall be as well contented that you call it (as the Scrip- 
ture doth, and the Chriſtian Church ever ſince) 7he Lord's day. 

Yet I ſhall not preſently grant you, (as £79. p 28.) that, 27 the Old 
and New Teſtament the Firp ay is never called the Sabbath. For 
there be at leaſt two places in the. New Teſtament that bid fair for 
i, if they do not certainly ſo ſignify. 

One ts that in «Mar. 24. 20. Pray that your flight be not inthe 
Winter, nor on the Sabbath-day. 1 know you would reſtrain this to 
the Jewiſh Sabbath onely, not extend 1t to that of the Chriſtians 
alſo: But it ſtands as fair for the Chri/tian Sabbath. For 1t would 


beas well-a grief, to the Chrif#zans to fly on 7heir-Sabbath, as for. 
the Jews on 7herrs ; ( though not a Si” 1n either, in a caſe of »e-: 


ceſftty.) And though the Chrij/tian Sabbath were not yet in uſe when 
Chriſt /pake the words, yet it would be ſo before the caſe happened, 
and though the Diſciples at preſent might not then be aware of 


that ſenſe, it would be time enough then to underſtand it, when 


there ſhould be occaſton for it. For ſo it was in many other caſes. 
As Joh. 2. 19, 21, 22. Deſtroy this Temple (ſaith Chriſt) and in three 
days 7 will raife it up ; meaning it of the temple of his boay ; which 
though the diſciples did not preſently underſtand, yet when he was 
riſen ſrom the dead, his diſciples remembred that he had ſaid this unto 
them ; and then they underſtood his meaning. And 704. 13. 7. (7eſas 
to Peter, about waſhing his feet,) HYhat 7 do, thou knoweſt not gre 
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but thou ſhalt know hereafter. And ver. 10, 11. Te are c/ean (ſaith 
Chrift) but no? all; For he knew who ſhould betray him, and there- 
fore ſaid Ne are not all clean. So oh. 19. 24. They parted my raimnt 

- among them, and for my veſture they aid caſt lots, and ver. 28, 29. of 
grving him gall and vinegar todrink, and ver. 36. a bone of hins ſhall 
not be broken, and ver. 37. they Pen look on him whom they pierced ; 
were not things ſo underſtood till long after they were ſpoken. 
And 70h. 14. 26. Chriſt tells has diſciples, The Comforter, which ps 
the Holy Ghoſt, ſhall Teach you all things and bring to your Remem- 
brance whatſoever I have ſaid ___ ; and /o bring to their Re- 
mmembrance, as that they ſhould then better underſtand them, than 
when they were firſt ſpoken. Accordingly when he bids them Pray 
that their fizhe be not on the Sabbath ; that 1s, on ſuch a day as 
ſhall then be Sabbath. - And in the Greek it 1s iy ou8bdry 0% & Sab- 
bath, not iv md ozffdry on The Sabbath.

So that here, 1 think, zhe firft day is again called the Sabbath; not the 


Jewiſh Sabbath, bur the Sabbath beraween two Jewiſh Sabbaths. 

And 1 take it alſo to be fo called 1n the Fourth Commandment, 
Remember to keep holy the Sabbath day, or the day of Reſt, that 1s 
ſuch day as from time to time ſhall 
ſhalt thou labour and do all thy work ; but the ſeventh day (alter tho 
fix days of labour) the Sabbath of the Lord thy God. This ſeventh 
day was (I ſuppoſe) at that time, the ſevenzh day from the firft rarm- 
mg-of Manna, Exod. 16. 21, 22, 25,26. But that it was a/ways 76 
continue incourle from the fir/t reiming of Hanna, I do notfind; nor 
am I ſure that it did ſo continue even to our Saviours time, but 
might be_intermitted, and forgotten during the Babyloniſh Cap- 
tivity, tl it was again renewed by Nehemiah. And it, upon our 
Saviours Reſurrection, another day did thenceforth become the 
Sabbath (as I think it did;) whatever day ſhould from time to time 
become the Sabbath, that day they were to keep holy. And this 
without any change in the Commandment at all. 1 wa. you do 
allow that the Afarmative part of the Second Commandment doth 
require us to obſerve Gods m/tizuted Worlhip, ( or, that he ſhould 
be worſhiped in fuch manner as himſelf appoints,) and conſequent- 
ly, the Levitical Prieſthood and Sacrifices to long as they ſhould con- 
unue; 2s being Gods then-inſtituted Worſhip, as Z£ng. p. 88. But 
when God, initead thereof, gave us @ more ſpiritual Miniſtry (as 

you own 1t to- be,) That then ceaſed, and This began, to be. Gods 2 
ftituted Worſhip, and did ( without any. alteration of that Law at 
all) fall under rhe-Second Commandment, as, before, the other did. 
In like manner, the /even/4 Commandment, 7 hou ſhalt nos commit 
_ adultery, binds the Yoman to this Husband ; but it this husband be 
dead and ſhe marry to another, the ſame. law (not oze zo7 or t1ttle 
altered) binds her ro this 6/her husband; as the Apoltle argues 
Rom. 7. 2, 3. For, though the Caſe be altered, the. Law is ſtill the 
fame. Andin like manner, if the Zords day become now the Chri- 
ftians day'of boly Reft, (as we think it doth) this nao 1s the Sabbath 
of the Fourth Commandment, as much-as the Seventh day from the 
firſt raining of Manna was'before. Like as the ſecond bhusband (alter 
the death of the firſt:) becomes the Husband in the Seventh Com- 
mandment, as-much as the 'F7r/# was while he was living. And the 
Lords day 18 now as much the ſeventh day after the /ix days of Labour, 
2s 'was'that 'other from the firſt raining of Manna. Bur whether 
this br that or neither, be the, ſeventh day in courſe from the Neg 
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Creation,neither you norT know; nor is-it ftieceſfary that we ſhould. 
- As to what you obje hereupon ( Rep. p. 2, 3- and very often 
afterward to the like purpoſe) if 7 do not know nor can tnow what 
day of the 2wceR Sunday is, why ſhould { twrite a book, for the obſerus- 
ton of a day which it is impoſſible to knew ? My Anſwer is, I know 
very well which day of our Heek it 1s; and write for the obferya- 
tion of this day : But what day of the week it 1s 1n a continual cir- 
culation of weeks from the Creation, Ido not know (por do you) ang 
therefore for /uch-firit or ſeventh day, I do not wrice : and at you 
write for. ſuch ſeventh day, you write for you know not what. And 
I wrie for 7hat Lords:day, which I take to be fon a continual ſuc. 
celſion from Chraſts time ; 1o-far as that can be known : that 1s (as 
you ſpeak Rep. p. 3.) Ytbat all Chriftian and Hebrew Churches in the 
World agree tobeit: Or (Eng. p. 78.) if all Jews and Chriſtians it: 
the 1world be not aut in their reckoning : Or if that be it, which you 
day (Eng. p-93-) ll che Chriſtians mthe Warſd agree tobe it. That 
is, fo far as'we may truſt to' an Unzver/al Traation in a matter of, 
f&.

21.18. where 
they tell Paul, that many ihouſands vf rhe believing Fews, who were 
all zealous of the Law, had been znformed, that he taught ati the 
' Fewws. which are amongſt the Gentiles to forſake Moſes, ſaying, T hat 


they ought not to circumciſe their children, ngither to walk after the + 


Cuſtomes, ver..20, 21. ( of which Cuſtomes, that of the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath was certainly one.) And do adviſe him ( fer the removing 
.of that prejudice; and acquitting himſelf from that falſe informa- 
tion ) to purify himſelf together with. four men which had a Yow on 
them, to ſhew that h1m/ſcf (being a Jew ) did walk orderly and keep 
the Law, ver.

Why theſe particular "things were inſiſted on as neceſſary at that

5. which was 
a precept ancienter than Czrcumci/zon, and the Moſaick Law.) But

-Not. meant onely, what was zew/y. appointed by MHeſes, after their 
comrg . out. of Egypt ; but it Iooks back as far. as.

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( which was older than Moſes) and to the Law given to Noah con-

ath 1s expreſly named ( which takes off your exception, that, in the 
other place, it is not) and in contradiltin&tion to other Feſtivals, 
and New-moons. And this you actnowledee ( Rep. p. 44. ) ſeems to 
be at leaſt a colourable objeftion, ( the m ho A vþ * a that you © 
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The Saints and faithful brethren in Chriſt which are at Cohoſſe, 
ſeem ( you ſay) to be converted Heathens, and I ſuppoſe many of 
them were ſo, but there were it ſeems, —_ them, fome Fudat- 
2img Chriſtians. And Paul warns them ( you lay ) 7v beware lef7 any 
man ſpoil them through Philoſe 
to be Platonick Heathen Philoſophy ; but I take 1t rather to be the 
Jewiſh Philoſophy, or the doftrine of the Jews; becauſe of the 

. words that next follow, after the tradition of men, after the rud;- 
ments of the World, and not after Chriſt. Which I take to be a con- 
tradiſtinQion of the Jewiſh doftrine, to the Chriizan dofrine ;;and 
T ſo think becauſe all the particulars there mentioned (meats, 
drinks, Feftruals, New-moons, Sabbaths, ves, 16.) were Jew!ſh Tra- 
aitions : And ſuch are thoſe rudiments of the world, ver. 20, 21. 
Touch not, taſt not, handle not. And at ver. 11. the Circumciſion of 
Chriſt made without hands, 1s put in oppolition to the Jewiſh C:r- 
Ccaumci/ion (which was no part of Heatheniſh' Worſhip) 1n room of 
which we have Baptiſm, ver. 12. and all this mr purſuance of 
Chriſts blotting out the hand-writing of :Ordinances ver. 15. and 
' wnarlins it to Zi Croſs ; meaning the Moſaick. Ceremonial Law ; 
Chriſt being the Body of which thoſe were but the ſhadows, v. 17. 
In all which I ſee no mention of the Philoſophical FHeathenifh world, 
but of the Jewiſh onely. And though the Heathens had alſo ſome 
Feftivals, T do not remember that I have any where found that 
their Feſtivals were wont to be called Sabbaths. You take, ihe Rn- 


diments and Elements Fg the World, to be the rudiments or firſt.

teaching of the Heatheniſh World ; but 'tis plain to be meant of the 
Fewiſh World ( as T ſhewed you but now from Gal. 4. 3.) thoſe Ru- 
diments or Elements under which Paul was, before the fulhzeſs of 
7ime was come ; which were ( not the Heatheniſh, but) Zew:ſh E- 
lements. And that you may not think it ſtrange that the Zewfh 
dofrine ſhould be called the Jewiſh Philoſophy ; you may conſider 
that the name of Phzhoſophy was wont to be applied to the ſeveral 
ſorts of do&rines or ways of teaching or wiſdom of ſeveral ſe&s 
or nations wherein they differed from-one another, ( as the Philo- 
ſophy of Zeno, Plato, Ariſtotle, the Greeks, the Romans, and ſo the 
ZFews or Hebrews.) And thus Clemens Alexandrinus in his Stroto- 
mata diltinguifheth the Phr/oſophy of rhe Greeks, from the gmneomgie 
T@v  barCapor the Philoſophy o the Barbarians, meaning that 
of the Fews, from whole Philolophy he ſhews the Greets had bor. 
rYowed much of their Zearning. As betore I ſhewed you Z1/c. p. 55. 
So that to me it ſeems clear to be meant, not of any Heathen Philo- 
ſophy, but the Phuloſophy, Wiſdom, or Learning of the Jes, R 
fo h ew?/

You tell us Rep. p. 48. that be/ide the ſeventh-day Sabbath the 
Jews had at leaſt three Feſtivals or Sabbaths ; The feaſt At the Paſs- 
over, Lev. 23.4, 5. The "a? of Pentecoſt, fifty days after the Paſs- 
over, ver. Is, 16. (But that's a miſtake, not f7 days after the Paſs- 
over, but fifty days after the Waue-offering,) which two are indeed 
called Feftzvals, (in the place by you cited) but not Sabbaths: And 
the Tenge of years, Lev. 25. 4, 9, 10. But all theſe (whether Sah- * 
baths or not Sabbaths) are confined to the oh land, Deut. 16. 
FS, 6G, 11, 15,16. Lev. 25. 2, wherein the Coloffians were not con- 
cerned (for Colofſe was far enough off from the Zoly /and') and 
therefore not likely that any of theſe are the Sabbath here meant 
but ſome other Sabbath, to- which they might pretend at Colofje - 
And what could that be but the Jews ſen Sabbath ? 


Your former Exception ( becauſe of a=c&s7ar here uſed in the plu- 
ral number ) that zecemin the plural number doth never ſignify the 
Sabbath-aay, but onely axCCxnrv 1n the ſingular ; you now find to be a 
miſtake, and own that ozCCam 1n the plural number is ſometimes 
uſed for one Sabbath-day. But I am to inform you further that oiCCa)a 
in the plural number, 1s not once or twice, but moſt frequently fo 
uſed by the Septnuagints (in their Greek Tranſlation of the Old Te- 
 ſtament, eſpecially of the five Books of Moſes) whole Language the 
New Teſtament doth uſe to follow. You know that in divers Lan- 
RUages there be'many words which as to the form be Plara/ls, but in 

ignification Sgulars. Thus Nuptie, though 1n the plural num- 
ber, ſignifies but One Marriage, and Nundine One Fair, and Athe- 
ne One Athens ; ſo Calende 1s but one day (Dres Calendaram,) and 
None is dies nonarum, and 1dus is dies iduum : And tertio Calendas 
ſeu Calenaarunm, is tertio die ante Calendas ſeu diem Calendarunm.

the Book of Job, none of his Frieads ( amongſt the many faults they 
charge him with ) ſhould ever think of charging him with a 
negle&t of the Sabbarh'day : And that he, when he was ſo jealous 
of his Sons Cur/ing God m their heart 1n, the midſt of their Feaſt- 
ings, as that he did every day offer ſacrifice on their behalf, ſhould 
never blame them for ſuch Feaſting for Sever days rogerher, without 
any Sabbath (for ge appears) intervening ; nor take notice of 
the diſaſter that befei them as a hand of God upon them for ſuch 
negle& of the Sabbath; nor any of his Friends ſuggeſt any ſuch 
conſideration : Which makes me doubtful, *that /arh Sabbath had 
not been obſerved during that Interval, or' had Jong before this 
time been negleAcd and the day forgotten. 20 | 
But after r_ came out of Egypt it is agreed, that God gave 
them & Sabbath, ( whether then ew, or then reneceed, I liſt not to 
diſpute.) And,that zher 1t was the ſeventh day im courſe from the fir 
rating of Manna,T think is agreed alſo. Whether this from the fir# 
ratning of Manna, be alſo the feventh in courſe from the fir Creation, 
neither You nor I know, norany Man elſe. We may 7rhink it is, or 
we hink it is not, but we cannot #0 it : 'We have no Word for 
it ; and you bring nothing to prove it but dart ComjeFFures. The 
word Sand7ify doth not neceflarily /igwify to [nfiitnre, but to Cele- 
brate, and,in the Fourth Commandment,the ſame word (K7ddeſh) and 
im the ſame Conjugation, is indifferently applied to Cod-and*to Man 
{ Exod. 26. 8, 11. ) but May did not /nftizute. That God did Bleſs 
and Sentify, that is, by ſome bleſſed AF he did ſpecially /ignalrze 
that ſeventh day ( the firf? day on which he did not.create,) is very 
clear ; And ſo he did the v4 day of Chrift's Refſurre#ion; declaring 
mightily our Lord Feſus Chrif7 to be the Son of God by the Reſurreftion 
from the dead, Rom. 1. 4. which day Chriſt did Celebrate, with his 
Diſciples, more than Onse, ( and they often afterward;) which yet 
you will not allow to be an /»/i:7urron. And what you urge, that 
{at Exod. 16.) we have no Word that the day was changed, you. 
pleafe your felf with putting Two Queſtions 1nto One ( as oft you 
do)and then putting the Proof on the wrong fide ; That it was hers 
on the Sgyenth day from the firſt raining of Mamma you cannot _ :

My Reaſon for it, is becauſe I think 
that: zhe ſeventh im courſe from the firf# Creation, hag either nor 
been obſeryed at all, or had long before this time been forgotten. 
And I gave you this further Reaſon for it, becauſe (Saturday) rhe 
ap next before the Raining of Manna, ſeems not to have been 
2 Sabbath ( as 1t ought to have: been if 'this were a continvation of 
a formey coarſe of Sabbaths) for, on that day, the Querils came up 
and covered the Camp, and they. were not forbid to gather them, 
Exed. 16.8, 13. but on (Saturday) he ſeventh day. after, they are 
forbid to gather Manna, becaulſc it was the Sabbath, ver. 5,22, 23.25, 
29. | Which ſhews a manifeſt difference between thoſe two Satur- 
days.' ' And that they did aQtually gather che Quails that day, ap- 
pears Amb. 11. 31,32, where 'tis expreſly ſaid, That they gathered * 
Quaarls, all that day, ( that is, all the remainder of that day next be- 
fore the raining of Manna,) and a#/ that night, and all the next day.” 
That the ſeventh day Sabbath from the Creation, if at all ob- 
ſerved at firſt, might in the ſpace of 2500 years came to be negle&- 
ed and forgotten, 1s not ſtrange, if we confider that the Paſs-over 
had ſo been, from the days of King Solomon to' Fezekiah's time ; and 
the Feaſt of 7abernacles, from the days of Jofbuah the ſon of Nam 
till the days of Nehemiah ; and if this ſeventh day from the fir ff 
Creation came once to be forgot/en, it could not be reſtored again ' 
( without a Miracle ) as thoſe other Feaſts might ; and muſt, there- 
fore be thenceforth no more obſerved, or elſe from ſome new begin- 
ning. And that there might be ſuch new Begrming (as from the firſt 
raining of Marne ) is not ſtrange, fince we ſee the ſame as to the 
Beginning of the Tear, Ex0d.12.2. This month ſhall be unto youthe be- 
ginning of months it ſhall be the firi# month of theTear toyou. Ar what 
Month they did before begin their Year, is' not certain; but from 
thenceforth it was to begin at the Month 43:4 or-N7ſan.. So neither 
is it certain on what day they did befare begin their-Fee# (if at all 
they hadWeeks)but from thenceforth they were to begin it from the 
ſeventh day from the jir/t raining of Manna-but,from what part oi that 
- day, it is not faid. 'Fis therefore 1ncumbent on You to prove (1f you 
can) that (notwithſtanding theſe preſumptions)a weekly Sabbath was 
before obſerved, and juſt upon /hat day, and that it did begin juft at Sun- 
ſet. Q 2 * Your 
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Your next Step, is, That this Sereu7h-day Sabbath of the Jews, 
was (before the entrance of Sin) given in Paradiſe, to all Mankind ; 
and by Chriſt our Mediator andRedeemer : *which you have not yet 
proved, as we ſhewed before, That it was not by all Mantind ge- 
nerally.Ozſerved (but by the Fews onely, in:theip time,) I think you 
doagree. For that it was to be a Di/kin#rue- Sign yougrant; i and;T 
think it was to diſtinguiſh thoſe of /rae/ from other Aatzons(be- 
cauſe it is expreſly ſaid, a Sjgn between Me and the Children of 1/- 
rael, Exod. 31.17.) You think it is, to dift:nguiſh Gods people from 
others : But it comes much to one, for you tell us alfo, that Zſrae/ 
in Egypt, was the whole viſible Church ; fo that Gods peeple, and the 
people of the Fewws, will be much the ſame; - And therefore, I pre- 
ſume, you do not think that atiy o7her Nation,but the Jews avd their 
Proſelytes ( Jews natural,or Jews naturalized) did obſerve the Jewiſh 
Sabbath. How could it elſe be a Diſtin#ive mark. os x.” 

And I do not find that avy other Nation. but the Jews, ran they 
111] after their coming out of Zgypz ) did keep any Sabbatharall, or 
ſo much as meaſure their time by Weeks ( of ſeven days) for many 
. _ after this time, nor earlier (that I know of) than the times 

of Chriſtianity, when the Obſervation of the. Lords day did intro. 

duce that of Yeeks; where Chriftianity was received. This I told 

you the laſt time Dyſe. p. 5. to which you make no Reply, but that 

«Mr. Chafy, you think, is expreſly for it, Repl. p. 16. ( but you give 

us no proof either of his or your own. ) But if Mr. Chafy did think 
ſo. ( without any. proof ) are you willing ( in this Diſpute) to; be 

concluded by Mr. Chafy's Opinion ?
